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Director  Reports  On  CPX 


I wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  of 
those  who  participated  in  Operation  Alert  1961.  Although 
there  was  not  much  play  during  the  exercise  for  many  of 
the  Divisions  there  was  an  opportunity  to  consider  steps 
to  be  taken  during  the  ’’build-up”  period,  witness  the 
development  of  the  attack  and  consider  its  possible  im- 
pact on  activities. 

Our  Operational  Information  Center  functioned  extremely 
well.  Using  the  information  from  the  sealed  envelopes 
furnished  by  the  State,  they  were  able  to  determine 
quickly  the  location  and  size  of  the  strike  and  from 
these  data  predict  the  probable  effect  locally.  We  hope 
to  get  an  additional  blackboard  for  bulletins  and  to  do 
even  better  on  issuing  periodic  information  sheets. 

The  reports  made  by  the  Divisions  and  Services  of  their 
activities  during  the  ’’build-up”  period  showed  that  con- 
siderable intelligent  thought  has  been  used.  All  Divi- 
sions are  urged  to  follow  the  Mayor’s  suggestion  and  give 
the  Purchaser  a list  of  needed  items. 

If  these  exercises  accomplish  the  primary  purpose  of 
making  us  think  of  the  probable  happenings  and  how  we 
could  accomplish  our  tasks,  then  they  are  worthwhile. 

We  have  recommended  to  the  State  that  a future  problem 
be  based  on  the  recovery  phase  of  this  attack.  This 
would  give  all  Divisions  plenty  of  action.  The  State 
has  indicated  concurrence.

San  Francisco  Police  Chief  Thomas  J.  Cahill,  chairman 
of  the  Disaster-Mutual  Aid  Committee,  Peace  Officers’ 
Association  of  the  State  of  California,  will  introduce 
a report  at  the  annual  conference  of  the  organization 
when  it  meets  May  21  in  Sacramento.  Cahill  will  offer 
resolutions  calling  upon  the  California  Disaster  Office, 
the  Attorney  General  and  the  Peace  Officers’  Association 
to  initiate  certain  moves  aimed  at  strenghtening  law  en- 
forcement’s role  in  the  State  civil  defense  picture. 

In  addition  to  serving  as  head  of  the  powerful  group’s 
CD  policy-making  unit,  Cahill  was  recently  elected  chair- 
man of  Governor  Brown’s  Civil  Defense  Law  Enforcement 
Advisory  Committee.  The  committee  is  composed  of  police 
chiefs,  sheriffs,  district  attorneys,  superior  court 
judges  and  administrators  of  State  agencies  holding  law 
enforcement  responsibilities. 

Cahill  has  extended  the  same  leadership  into  statewide 
circles  which  characterizes  the  aggressive  participation 
of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  in  the  local  CD 
program. 

His  Association  committee  report  bears  this  out  when  it 
tells  the  State’s  law  enforcement  units:  '’The  Disaster- 

Mutual  Aid  committee  does  not  intend  to  make  tongue-in- 
cheek  recommendations,  accept  pious  nods  of  approval, 
and  then  sit  back  complacently  while  it  bathes  in  the 
pleasant  glow  of  satisfaction  in  a job  well  done....” 

Lieut.  William  J.  Osterloh,  SFPD,  chief  training  officer 
of  the  Disaster  Corps,  will  accompany  Chief  Cahill  to 
the  State  meeting.  The  agenda  for  the  four-day  confer- 
ence shows  that  a number  of  important  police  matters  will 
come  up  for  discussion. 


Stabilization  Parley  May  24-26 


An  Economic  Stabilization  Conference  in  which  some  of 
the  nation's  leading  authorities  on  economics,  federal 
home  loans,  credits,  Federal  Reserve  System,  defense 
planning,  and  labor  and  management,  will  be  held  here 
on  May  24-26.  Headquarters  for  the  Office  of  Civil 
and  Defense  Mobilization,  Region  7-  sponsored  confer- 
ence is  the  Sheraton-Palace  Hotel. 

Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Disaster 
Corps,  will  open  the  meeting  with  a message  of  welcome. 
Besides  government  officials,  top  State  and  local  repre- 
sentatives having  CD  responsibilities  will  take  part  in 
the  parley.

understanding  of  the  objectives,  substance  and  implica- 
tions of  emergency  economic  stabilization  to  the  National 
Plan;  2)  - to  review  and  discuss  working  draft  of  ap- 
pendixes to  the  Emergency  Economics  Stabilization  Annex, 
which  has  been  developed  to  implement  established  national 
policies;  3)  - clarify  the  roles  and  organizational  re- 
lationships between  OCDM,  other  Federal  agencies,  State 
and  local  government,  and  private  organizations  and  indus- 
try and  4)  - to  locate  differences  in  viewpoint  and  under- 
standing and  to  resolve  such  problems,  or  to  refer  them  to 
National  headquarters  for  appropriate  guidance.

ous leadership.  To  this  end  I have  directed  an  intensive 
study  of  the  whole  subject  of  emergency  planning.  It 
is  also  true,  however,  that  individual  preparedness,  which 
is  beyond  the  province  of  government,  is  essential  to  an 
effective  civil  defense.  We  believe  that  our  freedom  and  our 
liberty  are  worth  protection.  Therefore,  I ask  you  to 
support  civil  emergency  planning  in  your  local  communities . "

Prototype  Shelter  For  San  Francisco 


A prototype  fallout  shelter  capable  of  housing  50  peo- 
ple will  be  built  in  San  Francisco,  Mayor  George  Chris- 
topher has  announced.  The  Mayor  said  he  accepted  an 
offer  made  last  month  by  the  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense 
Mobilization  to  construct  a prototype  shelter  with  the 
Federal  government  providing  the  funds. 

MA  contract  complying  with  Federal  requirements  was 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  22}’T  said 
the  Mayor.  ,TIt  was  approved  by  the  Board  and  I signed 
the  contract  May  29.  This  contract  has  been  submitted 
to  Federal  authorities  in  Washington  and  just  as  soon 
as  we  receive  the  green  light  work  will  begin  on  the 
project." 

The  shelter  will  be  built  in  the  Service  Building  of 
the  Youth  Guidance  Center  near  the  city’s  CD  control 
center.  One  of  the  facility’s  main  purposes  is  to  care 
for  very  young  children  in  an  emergency.  San  Francisco 
architects,  engineers  and  contractors  by  keeping  in 
touch  with  this  project  can  learn  a great  deal  about 
this  specific  type  of  construction. 

The  inside  area  of  the  shelter  will  cover  12  feet  by 
62  feet  or  approximately  600  square  feet.  When  the 
shelter  is  completed  it  will  be  open  for  public  view- 
ing on  Monday  and  Friday  between  2 p.m.  and  5 p.m.  and 
on  the  first  and  third  Saturday  of  each  month.  The 
city  has  agreed  to  provide  emergency  food  and  cooking 
equipment;  supplies  and  equipment  for  sanitation. 

The  shelter  will  be  used  as  a model  of  what  the  Federal 
authorities  recommend  should  be  constructed  by  the 
hundreds  in  all  the  large  American  cities.  OCDM  head- 
quarters in  Santa  Rosa  has  reported  another  prototype 
shelter  will  be  built  soon  in  a Bay  area  city. 
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Mayor  States  Civil  Defense  Vitally  Needed 


"President  Kennedy  in  announcing  the  moves  to  increase 
our  strength  to  meet  the  Berlin  crisis  made  it  crystal 
clear  that  a vital  Civil  Defense  is  necessary.  He  listed 
as  the  immediate  objectives:  Information  to  the  people, 

location  of  shelter  areas  in  existing  buildings,  stock- 
ing these  shelters  with  emergency  supplies,  improving 
radiation  detection  system,  improving  the  warning  system. 
If  these  things  are  accomplished  those  peeple  ouside  the 
immediate  blast  area  can  survive.  This  has  been  the 
basis  of  our  entire  effort  insofar  as  the  public  is  con- 
cerned. Now  with  the  official  backing  of  the  Federal 
Government  and  perhaps  with  some  additional  funds  avail- 
able we  should  be  able  to  accelerate  our  program."

OCDM  Approves  Lt . Best’s  Proposal 


Lt.  William  A.  Best,  Fire  and  Rescue  Coordinator  of  the 
San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  has  received  word  his  recom- 
mendation for  a national  publicity  campaign  to  push  rescue 
and  fire  training  has  been  approved  by  OCDM.

The  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  is  moving  to  new  offices 
located  in  the  Hall  of  Justice  building  on  Bryant  between 
6th  and  7th  Streets.  Members  of  the  staff  are  expected 
to  be  performing  their  duties  and  assignments  by  September 
5th. 

On  August  2Sth,  volunteers  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  Re- 
serve will  join  regular  police  trainees  in  moving  equip- 
ment to  their  Bryant  Street  headquarters.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  a group  trained  at  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School 
when  the  unit  was  reactivated  in  1950,  all  of  the  Reserve 
officers  have  received  basic  instruction  at  the  Police 
Academy,  Fulton  Street  at  37th  Avenue.  When  the  new 
building  is  ready  for  occupancy,  it  will  be  the  permanent 
quarters  for  the  Police  Department’s  training  school. 
Meanwhile  all  classes  for  Police  Reserve  trainees  will 
be  suspended  between  August  9th  and  September  6th.  Appli- 
cations will  continue  to  be  accepted  during  that  period.

Association  of  the  State  of  California. 
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From  The  Director’s  Desk 


Civil  Defense  interest  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  has 
sharply  increased  during  the  past  month.  There  were  two  causes 
for  this..  First,  the  President’s  message  recognizing  the  urgent 
need  for  an  increased  program  and  asking  Congress  to  make, a sub- 
stantial appropriation  for  the  first  phase  of  a national  plan. 
This  recognition  by  the  President  of:  a real  need  for  Civil 
Defense  and  his  positive  steps  to  provide  the  beginning  of  a 
.real  national  program  will  be  a lasting  benefit  to  us. 

The  second  factor  was  the  Berlin  crisis*  During  the  past 
eleven  years  there  have  been  crises  of  various  sorts,  each  ac- 
companied by  a flurry  of  interest  in  Civil- Defense , followed 
by  a drop  in  interest  when  the  immediate  crisis  was  ended. 

The  Berlin  crisis  is  indeed  very  serious  and  could  lead  to 
involvement  j.n  war.  We  all  hope  and  believe  this  will  not 

happen,  that  some  compromise  will  be  worked  out.  But- we  must 
realize  that  these  incidents,  these:  crises,  are  only  a sympton 
of  the  ver]7-  deep  differences  existing  between  Western  civili- 
zation and  the  Communistic  world. 

They  recognize  that  they  can  never  hol'd,  their  people  or  be 
entirely  safe  as  Ion?  as  one  free  nation  remains.  The,  action 
of  East  Germany  has  shown  this  to  be  true.  That  is  what  the 
Berlin  crisis  is  all  about. 

The  Communists  seek  to  enslave  all  nations  by  measures  short  of 
war  if  possible,  by. force  when  necessary.  They  will  always  pick 
a time,  place,  and  circumstance  most  favorable  to  them  for  the 
application  of  force.

S.F.  Fallout  Shelter  Survey  Progresses  saN gR^cgco 

The  second  phase  of  the  National  Fallout  Survey,  Marking  and 
Stocking  Program  is  progressing  here  with  gratifying  results, 
according  to  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  San  Francisco  CD 
director. 

Admiral  Cook  asserted  that  approximately  2249  city  buildings 
and  other  types  of  shelter  have  been  surveyed.  We  should  have 
precise  information  on  the  shelter  capabilities  of  these  build- 
ings next  month.  He  estimates  about  311  owners  have  signed 
forms  permitting  the  use  of  their  buildings  as  shelters,  with 
space  available  for  stocking  of  water,  food,  medical  supplies 
and  other  eauipment.  Only  three  owners  have  refused  to  sign  a 
fallout  shelter  license. 


"The  success  of  this  program  is  as  vital  to  the  security  of  our 
country  as  the  development  of  additional  weapons,"  the  Admiral 
declared.  "It  is  most  important  that  publicly  owned  facilities 
set  an  example  for  private  owners  who  are  being  asked  to  sign 
similar  permits.  Having  all  available  shelters  marked  and 
stocked  with  food  could  be  the  means  of  saving  thousands  of  lives 
in  San  Francisco. 


Poll  Shows  People  Favor  Shelter  Program 

American  people  favor  by  an  overwhelming  margin  a program  to 
provide  increased  fallout  protection  in  this  country,  a poll 
just  completed  by  Elmo  Roper  Associates  showed.  The  survey  was 
developed  by  Michigan  State  University. 

"An  overwhelming  66  percent  of  those  polled  thought  the  govern- 
ment should  bring  into  use  shelter  space  in  existing  buildings 
by  stocking  and  equipping  them  for  occupancy  of  up  to  two  weeks," 
said  Steuart  Pittman,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  for  CD. 

The  survey  disclosed  66  percent  of  those  polled  favored  a pro- 
gram for  including  fallout  shelter  space  in  the  design  of  new, 
larger  buildings.  77  percent  favored  a Federal  Shelter  Incen- 
tive Program  to  help  schools,  colleges  and  hospitals.

Bar  Association  Urges  Civilian  Rule 


Delegates  to  the  American  Bar  Association’s  recent  convention 
in  this  city  called  on  President  Kennedy  and  Congress  for 
guarantees  that  martial  law  and  military  force  shall  not  sup- 
plant civilian  authority  in  event  of  a nuclear  attack  on  the 
United  States.  Earlier  in  the  convention,  delegates  voted 
down  a resolution  that  would  have  sanctioned  a complete  take- 
over by  the  military  in  "dire  emergency”  occasioned  by  such  an 
attack. 

The  House  of  Delegates,  policy-making  body  of  the  ABA,  asked 
the  President  and  Congress  to  develop  a comprehensive  civil 
defense  program  that  should  include  assurances  that  1)  tradi- 
tional functions  of  law  and  government  would  be  continued 
without  interruption;  2)  sufficient  protection  would  be  pro- 
vided for  the  moment  of  attack  that  a citizenry  in  mass  would 
survive;  and  3)  careful  and  adequate  plans  would  be  provided 
for  post-attack  survival,  readjustment  and  reconstruction. 

The  resolution  was  presented  by  a Committee  on  Atomic  Attack.

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S.F.  Shelter  Survey  Progresses 

Phase  II  of  the  National  Fallout  Shelter  Survey  ,•  Marking  and 
Stocking  Program  in  San  Francisco  has  been  stepped  up  to  such  a 
fast  tempo  in  the  past  ten  days  as  to  indicate  the  vast  under- 
taking will  be  well  under  way  by  late  February  , according  to 
Director  J.  William  Conroy.  Returns  .to  date  show  there  are  339 
existing  buildings  here  that  would  provide  928,63$  shelter  spaces. 
Of  these  buildings  signed  contracts  have  been  received  from  300  ' 
private  owners,  29  designated  owners  of  Federal  buildings  and  10 
designated  owners  of  State  buildings. 

268,625  spaces  in  existing  privately  owned  buildings,  51? 559 
spaces  in  State-owned  buildings,  104?791  spaces  in  Federal-owned 
buildings  and  108,039  spaces  in  City-owned  buildings  have  a pro- 
tection factor  of  at  least  100.  Protection  factor  of  100  means 
persons  inside  will  receive  100  times  less  radiation  exposure 
than  those  remaining  out-of-doors. 

In  buildings  with  137? 556  spaces  the  protection  factor  is  from 
70  to  99  and  buildings  providing  258,06$  spaces  the  protection 
factor  is  between  40  and  69. 

When  the  survey  to  determine  the  actual  number  of  buildings  that 
have  been  designated  as  shelters  is  completed,  workers  immediately 
will  begin  marking  them  with  signs  and  stockpiling  them  with 
emergency  food  rations,  medical  supplies  and  water. 


Shelter  Liability  Insurance 

A building  owner  who  allows  his  premises  to  be  used  as  a fallout 
shelter  now  has  protection  against  bodily  injury  and  property 
damage  claims  by  the  public  under  his  general  liability  policy 
without  additional  charge,  according  to  an  interpretation  announced 
by  the  National  Bureau  of  Casualty  Underwriters  on  behalf  of  its 
affiliated  companies.  The  underwriters  say  that  the  "use  of  a 
building  for  a shelter  is  properly  considered  as  necessary  and  in- 
cidental to  the  operations  of  the  building.”

There  will  be  no  public  participation.  Purpose  of  the  tests  is  to 
determine  the  mechanical  facilities  of  radio  stations  in  the  two 
CONELRAD  clusters. 


Drug  Inventory  for  Disaster 


The  California  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  completed  a state- 
wide inventory  of  medical  supplies  available  in  retail  drug  stores 
and  wholesale  distributors  for  use  among  the  civilian  population 
after  a nuclear  attack.  The  results  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
California  Disaster  Office.  It  was  the  first  survey  of  its  kind 
undertaken  in  the  U.S.,  reports  R.  Dudley  Conness,  president  of 
the  association.  In  April,  CPA  rendered  a great  public  service 
when  it  distributed  more  than  700,000  copies  of  the  federal  book- 
let, Fallout  Protection,  through  its  retail  outlets  in  the  state. 
San  Francisco  pharmacists  distributed  100,000  copies  of  the  book- 
let.

Shelters  Needed  Warns  Telle r 


The  fear  of  radiation  is  much  greater  than  it  should  be  Dr.  Edward 
Teller,  world-famed  scientist  who  helped  develop  -thermo -nuclear 
energy  into  the  mighty  force  it  is  today , s aid  in  warning  that  a 
program  to  provide  fallout  protection  shelter  is  vital. 

If  the  nation  does  not  prepare,  100  million  people  could  die  in 
the  first  days  of  an  all-out  nuclear  war,  Teller  declared.  ’’Thirty 
to  40  million  more  could  die  from  starvation  and  disease,”  he  said. 
”It  means  that  20  million  would  die  and  this  is  terrible  to  con- 
template. But  why  not  try  to  give  90  percent  a decent  chance  for 
survival?” 

Dr.  Teller  stated  it  is  simply  not  true  that  if  war  comes  every- 
thing is  hopeless.  Added:  ”0ne-third  of  our  people  would  not  even 
be  in  danger  because  they  do  not  live  near  targets  the  bombs  hit-. 
One-third  could  be  protected  well  enough  by  fallout  shelters. 
One-third  would  be  in  trouble , but  they  could  have  a 70  percent 
chance  of  survival  if  given  good  shelters.  With  a system,  of  de- 
fense and  organization  we  could  win  a war.  By  showing  the  enemy 
we  are  prepared  at  home,  we  could  avoid  it.” 
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Stations  Receive  Radiation  Kits 


The  Disaster  Corps  this  month  completed  distribution  of  117 
radiation  detection  kits  to  monitoring  stations  in  strategic  loca- 
tions in  the  city.  Louis  J.  CamboU,  Corps’  Medical  and  Health 
Coordinator,,  reported  the  kits  have  been  assigned  to  police  sta- 
tions, fire  houses,  hospitals,  Park  and  Recreation,  Water  and 
Public  Health  departments  and  other  key  facilities. 

Addition  of  the  instruments  to  the  San  Francisco  disaster  prepared- 
ness program  increases  this  city’s  capability  to  cope  with  problems 
that  would  involve  radioactive  fallout  in  time  of  nuclear  attack.

Battalion  Chief  Robert  H.  Mohn,  SFFD,  has  been  appointed  by  Fire 
Chief  William  F.  Murray  to  supervise  training  activities  of  the 
Fire  Reserve.  He  succeeds  Chief  Donal  Cummins. 
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NEW  REPORT  ON  SHELTER  SURVEY  - The  latest  report  on  Phase  2 of  the 
National  Fallout  Shelter  Survey,  Marking  and  Stocking  Program  being 
conducted  by  the  Disaster  Corps  shows  372  owners  of  buildings  in  San 
Francisco  have  signed  licenses  authorizing  utilization  of  their  faci- 
lities as  fallout  shelters.  These  buildings  could  provide  shelter 
spaces  for  769, $57  persons.  The  Defense  General  Supply  Center,  Rich- 
mond Va. , has  been  requested  to  ship  emergency  food  rations,  medical 
supplies  and  sanitation  equipment  to  97  of  these  372  qualified  build- 
ings. These  97  buildings  have  a capacity  for  sheltering  142,70$  per- 
sons . 

The  current  survey  discloses  that  434, 3$4  spaces  are  available  in 
buildings  with  a protection  factor  of  100  or  more;  115,236  persons 
could  be  sheltered  in  buildings  with  a protection  factor  of  70  to  99; 
and  220, 1$7  persons  could  be  housed  in  facilities  with  a 40  to  69  pro- 
tection factor.  Protection  factor  of  100  means  individuals  inside 
would  receive  100  times  less  radiation  exposure  than  those  remaining 
outside.  When  Phase  2 of  the  National  survey  was  launched  some  weeks 
ago,  the  Federal  government  announced  only  buildings  offering  a pro- 
tection factor  of  100  would  be  eligible  for  stockpiling.  According  to 
a new  0CD  directive,  buildings  in  the  40  to  99  category  now  can  qualify. 

PRESIDENT*  ASKS  $300  MILLION  FOR  CD  - President  Kennedy’s  fiscal  1964 
budget  submitted  to  the  new  Congress  requested  $300  million  for  opera- 
tion of  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense  of  the  Department  of  Defense.  The 
$300  million  is  about  half  of  what  the  President  sought  last  last  year, 
but  roughly  three  times  the  $113  million  he  actually  got.  This  year’s 
request  carries  an  urgent  label  because  of  what  the  Administration  views 
as  gaps  in  disaster  preparations  highlighted  by  the  Cuban  crisis.  The 
1964  program  is  aimed  at  providing  fallout  shelters  in  such  facilities 
as  public  and  private  buildings,  schools,  hospitals,  and  also  monies  to 
be  used  in  matching  funds  for  state  and  local  CD  operations.  The  pro- 
gram also  provides  for  the  continuation  of  work  on  systems  to  warn  and 
alert  the  population  of  any  attack  on  the  U.S. , improved  radiological 
monitoring  and  instrumentation,  training  and  education  for  emergency 
disaster  preparedness.  In  order  to  carry  forward  the  program  of  stock- 
ing shelters  already  identified,  a 1963  supplemental  appropriation  of 
$62  million  is  being  requested. 

2117  BAY  AREA  BUILDINGS  QUALIFY  - In  14  Bay  Area  counties  there  are  2117 
buildings  with  a capacity  of  2,674,35$  spaces  which  have  qualified  as 
fallout  shelters  under  the  National  Program,  according  to  William  Ward, 
Coordinator  of  Region  2,  CDO.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  of  these 
2117  buildings,  1241  are  in  San  Francisco  and  offer  shelter  protection 
for  1,997,015  individuals. 
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FIRE  RESERVE  TRAINING  SCHEDULE  - Four  training  classes  dealing  with 
fire  hose  techniques  have  been  scheduled  for  Divisions  4,  5 and  6 of 
the  Fire  Reserve  in  February.  The  complete  training  calendar  follows: 
February  7,  Hose  Handling  Drill;  February  14,  Hose  Lead  Practices; 
February  21,  Hose  Lead  Practices  - all  3 sessions  to  be  held  at  the 
Drill  Tower,  19th  and  Folsom  Streets;  February  2$,  Hose  Tender  Drill, 
Engine  Co.  44,  1935  - 32nd  Avenue.  All  classes  at  7:30  p.m. 

FIRST  AID  CLASSES  ON  KQED-TV  - First  aid  instruction  is  going  to  be 
televised  into  the  living  room  of  homes  in  the  Bay  Area.  Jim  Williams, 
assistant  director  of  safety  education,  Golden  Gate  Chapter,  American 
Red  Cross,  announces  a series  of  half-hour  classes  in  standard  first 
aid  procedures  will  be  telecast  beginning  March  4 by  station  KQED-TV 
(Channel  9),  at  7 p.m.  Thereafter,  according  to  Williams,  sessions 
will  be  televised  for  11  consecutive  weeks  on  Mondays  at  4 p.m.  and 
repeated  the  same  evening  at  7 o'clock.  First  aid  instruction  is  part 
of  the  disaster  preparedness  curriculum. 

SAFE  STORAGE  FOR  CITY  RECORDS  - A recommendation  requesting  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  funds  to  equip  the  underground 
Battery  Davis  at  Fort  Funston  as  a permanent  disaster- proof  records 
center,  has  been  submitted  by  Director  of  Finance  and  Records  Virgil 
Elliott.  Elliott  pointed  out  it  was  in  keeping  with  Ordinance  126-62 
which  declares  that  "the  public  interest  demands  that  various  City  and 
County  records  which  would  be  essential  to  the  continuity  of  govern- 
ment and  the  protection  of  rights  and  interest  of  individuals  in  event 
of  a major  disaster  be  preserved  against  possible  destruction  by  fire, 
earthquake,  flood,  enemy  attack  or  other  cause."  The  battery’s  walls 
and  ceilings  are  4-foot  thick  reinforced  concrete.  As  an  underground 
vault,  it  has  storage  capacity  for  40,000  cubic  feet  of  records,  plus 
working  and  reference  room  space. 

WOMEN'S  COUNCIL  MEETS  IN  FEBRUARY  - The  California  Women's  CD  Council 
meeting  scheduled  to  be  held  in  January  has  been  postponed  until  mid- 
February,  according  to  Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Pratt,  Chief,  Special  Activi- 
ties Division,  CDO.  Mrs.  Pratt  reports  that  progress  of  school  CD 
planning  in  California,  individual  and  family  survival,  fallout  shelter 
survey  and  plans  for  the  1963  statewide  conference  will  come  up  for 
discussion  at  this  month's  confab.  The  conference  will  be  held  in  the 
Department  of  Employment  Auditorium,  Sacramento,  9 a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

DISASTER  CORPS  IN  CQNELRAD  TEST  - Important  aspects  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Disaster  Corps  disaster  preparedness  program  will  be  broadcast 
in  a CONELRAD  test  on  Monday  morning,  February  4,  from  1:00  to  1:30 
o’clock,  via  640  and  1240  kilocycles  on  standard  radio  dials.  Purpose 
of  this  drill  is  to  check  the  audibility  of  the  broadcast  and  to  de- 
termine the  mechanical  fitness  of  the  stations  in  the  two  emergency 
broadcasting  clusters.  Communications  Division  of  CDO  announced  other 
tests  scheduled  for  1963  will  take  place  in  the  same  time  period  on 
April  1,  June  3,  August  5,  October  7 and  December  2. 
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
